By Mr. Moses for the Defense—In the early part 
of the year Dr K. was living at Col. Shepherd’s; he 
did not live there all the time from the Ist of Janu 
arv to the killing of Ashburn; he was staying part 
of the time at Cook’s Hotel in Columbus.
